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John Finney, conductor 


John Finney has been recognized as a musician of great vitality 
and versatility in his work with several Boston-area ensembles. 
Since 1987, Mr. Finney has been conductor of the Heritage Chorale 
in Framingham, and has led that chorus in performances of 
such major works as Mendelssohn's Elijah and Verdi's Requiem. 
He has been the Director of the University Chorale of Boston College 
since 1993. He has directed the Boston College Chorale on 
concert tours in many of the world's major cities, including Dublin, 
Prague, Vienna, and Rome, where he conducted the Chorale 
at a private audience with His Holiness, Pope John Paul II. 
He was ge ae Conductor of the Boston College Symphony Orchestra and given the 
title of Distinguished Artist-in-Residence at Boston College. Mr. Finney is also Director of Music 
for the Wellesley Hills congregational Church. He has been H&H Chorusmaster since 1990, 
and was named Associate Conductor in 1992, directing many of H&H's performances at 
NEC's Jordan Hall and Symphony Hall, including Handel's Messiah in 1997. Mr. Finney is 
widely praised for his harpsichord and organ playing; he holds degrees in organ performance 
from the Oberlin College Conservatory of Music and The Boston Conservatory. He is on the 
faculty of The Boston Conservatory, taught for six years at the Academy for Early Music 


in Bressanone, Italy. 





Roberta Anderson, soprano 


Soprano Roberta Anderson has been a regular performer and frequent soloist with H&H for many 
seasons. She has performed with Emmanuel Music, Boston Baroque, the Aston Magna and Boston 
Early Music Festivals, Concerto Kéln, Coro Allegro, Cantata Singers, Handel Society of Dartmouth 
College, Spectrum Singers, and Masterworks Chorale. Ms. Anderson has toured throughout the 
U.S. and internationally with the Boston Camerata, and has appeared in recital with fortepianist 
Malcolm Bilson. Ms. Anderson may also be heard on numerous recordings. 


Katharine Emory, mezzo-soprano 


Katharine Emory, mezzo-soprano, has received critical acclaim for her solo performances with the 
Handel and Haydn Society and has also been a soloist with the Pro Arte Chamber Orchestra, the 
Cantata Singers, and many other prominent New England ensembles. In addition to her work in 
early music, Ms. Emory has performed featured roles with the Virginia Opera, Sarasota Opera, Opera 
New England, and the Opera Theatre of St. Louis. She has also sung with the touring companies of 
the New York City Opera, The Opera Company of Boston, and the Houston Grand Opera. 


Susan Trout, mezzo-soprano 


Susan Trout is known for her versatility in a wide range of repertoire. She has been a frequent guest 
of Emmanual Music and recently appeared as soloist in Haydn’s The Creation with H&H, 
conducted by Grant Lllwellyn. She has been featured with Prism Opera in their productions of 
Benjamin Britten’s Turn of the Screw as Miss Jessel, and in Samuel Barber’s Vanessa, in the title role 
and in a gala recital performing the Wesendonk Lieder of Richard Wagner with Artistic Director 
Thomas Stumpf. Ms. Trout has also been a featured soloist with the Merrimack Valley Philharmonic. 
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William Hite, tenor 


William Hite is a noted performer of opera, oratorio and recitals. He has received critical acclaim for 
his performance with groups such as the American Symphony Orchestra, the Washington Bach 
Consort, the New York City Ballet, the Handel & Haydn Society, the National Arts Center Orchestra 
(Ottawa), Boston Baroque, Tafelmusik and Philharmonia Baroque under the direction of Christopher 
Hogwood, Seiji Ozawa, Nicholas McGegan, Robert Spano, Leon Botstein, John Harbison, Craig 
Smith and Peter Schreier. He is a member of Emmanuel Music and first sang with H&H in1983. 


Murray Kidd, tenor 


Tenor Murray Kidd is a versatile performer of opera, art song, oratorio and new music. A frequent 
soloist with the Handel & Haydn Society he has been featured in such works as Semele, Bach's 
Christmas Oratorio, and Brahms Liebeslieder Waltzes. He has been soloist with Musicians of the Old 
Post Road, Pro Arte Chamber Orchestra, and numerous other organizations. He has sung recitals in 
Amsterdam, as well as throughout New England and California. Upcoming performances include 
Handel's Messiah and Ravel’s L’Heure Espagnol. 


Peter Gibson, baritone 


Peter Gibson is a familiar figure to Boston concert audiences. This year he celebrates his thirtieth 
season as a member of the Handel & Haydn Society chorus. He also sings regularly with Boston 
Baroque, and serves on the governing boards of both organizations. He was a founding member of 
the Wintersauce Chorale, and is cantor at St. Stephen’s Church in Providence, Rhode Island. His 
most recent solo performances with the Handel & Haydn Society were this past December in works 


by Orlando Gibbons and Marc-Antoine Charpentier. 
Herman Hildebrand, baritone 


Baritone Herman Hildebrand has appeared in opera, oratorio, and recital throughout Europe and the 
United States. A resident of Boston, he has made numerous appearances with the Handel & Haydn 
Society, Emmanuel Music, Boston Camerata, and Boston Baroque. His operatic appearances include 
televised productions of Handel’s Giulio Cesare in Egitto as Curio and Mozart's La Nozze di Figaro as 
Antonio with director Peter Sellars. Mr. Hildebrand has appeared on numerous recordings under the 
baton of such conductors as Craig Smith, Andrew Parrott, and Joel Cohen. 


Donald Wilkinson, baritone 


Baritone Donald Wilkinson enjoys a distinguished career in concert, opera, oratorio, recital and 
contemporary music throughout the United States and Canada. He has performed as soloist with 
Seiji Ozawa and the Boston Symphony Orchestra, Christopher Hogwood and the Handel and 
Haydn Society, and numerous other symphony orchestras throughout the U.S. Highly sought after 
for his interpretations of Bach, Mr. Wilkinson has been a soloist in Emmanuel Music’s Bach cantata 
series since 1984 and has recorded for the Koch International Classic, Erato, and Albany labels. 


Jonathan Barnhart, bass 


Jonathan Barnhart, bass, has been a soloist with numerous organizations including Handel & Haydn 
Society, Alea III, Boston Camerata, Cantata Singers, Ensemble Abendmusik, and Musica Viva, and 
the in repertoire ranging from Monteverdi to Stravinsky. Mr. Barnhart is Director of Music at 
Congregation Mishkan Tefila in Chestnut Hill, First Parish Church in Cambridge, and the Dedham 
Choral Society, and is a member of the vocal faculties of New England Conservatory Division of 
Continuing Education and Boston College. 
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The Handel & Haydn Society 


The Handel & Haydn Society is considered one of America’s premier chorus and period 
instrument orchestras. Under the leadership of Music Director Grant Llewellyn and Conductor 
Laureate Christopher Hogwood, H&H is a leader in Historically Informed Performance. Each 
H&H concert is distinguished by the use of instruments, techniques, and performance styles 
typical of the period in which the music was composed. Founded in Boston in 1815, H&H is 
the oldest continuously performing arts organization in the country, with a long tradition of 
musical excellence. In the nineteenth century, the Society gave the American premieres of 
numerous important works, including Handel’s Messiah (1818), which H8cH has performed 
every year since 1854, Haydn’s The Creation (1819), Handel’s Dettingen Te Deum (1819) and 
Bach’s St. Matthew Passion (1889). H8&cH continues to uphold its long tradition of artistic 
innovation. Recent seasons have featured many outstanding events, including collaborations 
with prominant jazz artists like Dave Brubeck, a series of semi-staged Baroque operas in 
Symphony Hall including this season’s production of Handel’s Ariodante, weekend-long festivals 
dedicated to Mozart (1994), Handel (1999), and Vivaldi (2000), and a tour of a fully-staged 
production of Gliick’s Orfeo ed Euridice with Mark Morris and the Mark Morris Dance Group. 
In addition, H&¢H’s ambitious educational outreach program brings the joy of classical music 
to more than 10,000 students each year in over 50 public schools throughout Massachusetts. 
This afternoon's concert marks a return engagement for H&H at the Cathedral of the Holy 
Cross, having performed music by Haydn and Handel in May, 2000. For more information, 
visit our website at www.handelandhaydn.org or call us at 617-262-1815.

Cathedral of the Holy Cross 


Built with pudding stone from Roxbury and granite from Quincy, the 
Cathedral of the Holy Cross was designed by Brooklyn architect 
Patrick C. Keely and dedicated on December 8, 1875. The Cathedral 
has been the site of many historic celebrations, including a visit from 
Cardinal Mercier and the King and Queen of Belgium in 1919; a 
memorial performance of Mozart’s Requiem for 
the late President John FE Kennedy in 1964; the 
arrival of Pope John Paul II in 1979 as he began 
his first pastoral visit to the United States; and 
the installation of Bernard Francis Cardinal Law 
as Archbishop of Boston in 1984. The Cathedral a is home to several 
hundred local families, celebrating liturgies in English and Spanish. The 
Cardinal’s Sunday Mass is broadcast live from the Cathedral by Boston 
Catholic Television.
